MAY INFLUENCE STEEL. 
MEETING TODAY OF LEADERS 


TO CONSIDER GOVERNMENT'S 
“PRICE STABILIZATION,” 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

NEW YORK, March 5.—Owing to 
the failure of Congress to provide « 
fund of $750,000,000 for the rail- 
roadg,a new situation has developed 
in the steel trade which is likely to 
color the opinions that will be ex-

The meeting will be held under 
the auspices of the American iron 
and Steel Institute. A representa- 
tive of Mr. Redfield wilh be pres- 
ent. It had been understood that 
when prices of steel and other 
commodities were reduced, in ac- 
cordance with Mr. Redfield’s echeme, 
the government iteelf would enter 
the markets as a buyer to provide 
for its various requirements. The 
railroads have always been the 
largest single customer of the steel 
mills, and since doubt hag been 
cast upon the ability of the Rail- 
road Administration to carry on its 
projects for improvements and ex- 
tensions the steel trade sees the 
possibility that the principal source 
of demand for eteel will be dried 
up. It was intimated today that 
this would be one of the principal 
questiéns raised at the coming 


meeting. 

Men in the steel trade do not re- 
gard with favor the proposal that 
steel prices should be, reduced ac- 
cording to government schedule.

HE TWO WILSONS. 

President Wilson has set out for Paris 
& Second time, with a fixed determination 
net to return until a peace treaty has been 
signed putting an end not only to the pres- 
ent war, but to war itself. 

‘Jo the opposition in the Senate, that he 
failed to overcome or conciliate during his 
hasty visit home, he served warning that: 
“Gentlemen on this side wil! find the cove- 
Rant not only in it, but go many threads of 
the treaty tied to the covenant that you 
cannot dissect the covenant from the treaty 
without destroying fhe whole vital struc- 
ture.” 

All the olive branches in the President's 
repertoire are retained for the Peace Con- 
ferente in Paris, it seems; he waved none 
of them, made no effort to harmonize con- 
flicting opinions at home. 

Mr. Wilson in Europe is one type of 
statesman and commander: Mr. Wilson in 
America is another—and mostly 
mander. 

The President is carrying back to France 
an indorsement of the League of Nations 
plan by public opinion, but not by the Sen- 
ate; and it was the Senatorial indorsement 
that his associates at the Peace Conference 
were expecting. It is not easy for them to 
understand how one who wields such po 
tent influence in the council of the great 
nationg of the world should be unable to 
win the support of the Américan Congress. 
They have felt the compelling force of his 
masterly logic over there; they have seen 
millions of men untrained in the arts of 
war, great armed mobs as it were, trans 
formed under his direction into a fighting 
machine whose onslaughts proved irresisti- 
ble; they have accepted him as the tribune 
of the free peoples of the world; they have 
seen whole nations swayed by his eloquence 
until the utterances of a single man pul- 
sated like the heartbeats of the world; they 
have met with him about the council table 
and have been won as much by his courtesy 
and considérateness as by his matchiess 
logic and inflexible will. To them it is Inex- 
plicable that such a master of diplomacy 
iy Burope, a verba) fepcer wielding so pol- 
ished and flexible blade should suc- 
seed only in antagonizing the leaders of all 
parties in a co-ordinate branch of the Amer- 
ican government. 


Those who have followed closely the 
President's course during the last six years 
are less amazed at this paradox. ‘ 

They have come to recognize that the 
very elements which form his commanding 
strength constitute also his weakness. The 
supreme confidence that leads him to work 
out his own solutions of world problems, 
taking scant council with those about him; 
the assertive egoism that impelled him to 
promulgate the fourteen points of the pol- 
icy of the powers opposing Germany and 
to declare that America would make peace 
only when they were attained; the Purt- 
tanical code of public morals containing all 
the inflexibility of predestination; the man- 
Gatory temperament, due alike to heredity, 


all these combine to qualify him for the 
place as mouthpiece of the free peoples of 
the world, Dut they give to him a conscious 
superiority that causes him to treat his as- 
sociates in coordinate branches of the 


Correspondents who have seen the Presi- 
dent in action have been nonplussed by this 
paradoxical personage who is a great dip- 
lomat in Parie but an equally great auto- 
crat in Washington. The spirit of compro- 
mise which won him such signa! success in 


avoidance of controversy over the 
question of the “freedom of the seas” 
smoothed out one of the exceedingly rough 
places in formi—ig the constitution of the 
League of Nations. But his every utter- 
ance while et home carried a distinctly 
hostile note towards the Senate. There 
was a challenge in Avery sentence. 

In his farewell address in New York the 
President, said: “I am going to tell the peo- 
ple on the other side of the water that an 


people is in favor of the League of Nations. 
I know that is,true.” But some of the Al- 
lied commissioners are very likely to in- 
quire whether that overwhelming majority 
extends to the United States Senate, two- 
thirds of whose membership must ratify 
any covenant or treaty signed at Paris be- 
fore it becomes binding upon this country. 
Senator Lodge read on the floor of the Sen- 
ate chamber the names of thirty-seven mem- 
bers of the next Senate who are openly op- 
posed to the present procedure at the Peace 
Conference. | 
In the same address the President ex- 
claimed: “I am amazed—not alarmed, but 
amazed—that there should be in some quar- 
ters such a comprehensive ignorance of the 
state of the world. These gentlemen do 
not know what the mind of mén is.” But 
it is, nevertheless, apparent that they know 
their own minds, and the President seems 
to forget while over here that the immedt- 
ate fate of the treaties signed in Paris reats 
not with the one hundred million in the 
country at large, but with the ninety-six 
members of the American Senate. Until 
at least five of these recaicitrant ones are 
won over there can be no peace with Ger- 
many, no League of Nations. » 


Frankly speaking, The Times doubts 
whether the American Mr. Wilson will be 
able to bring those recalcitrant ones around 
with a club. The miore they are scolded the 
more stubborn their opposition is likely to 
become. In depending upon the Democrat- 
ic party alone he Jeans upon a broken reed. 

The Wiisoh in Europe did not inform the 
commissioners at the Peace Conference 
that “I have, fighting blood in me” when 
a difference of opinion arose.

It is possible, how- 
ever, that the President conceived the plan 
of interweaving the peace treaty .with the 
League of Nations covepant until one could 
not be adopted without the other, for the 
very purpose of compelling the capitulation 
of the obstructionists. The heart of Amer- 
jean is calling for peace, for a peace with 
honor and justice that will remove the 
menace of future wars. And there are men 
in the Benate who would vote against the 
constitution of the League of Nations in 
its p form, but who would think twice 
before t would reject a peace treaty 
approved by the Allied nations, because a 
League of Nations was embodied in the 
general plan. 

The European Mr, Wilson is a diplomat 
of consummate-tact and ability. But the 
American Mr. Wilson is a rough rider. Per- 
haps, after all, 't is the training of the 
pedagogue that accounts for the paradox.

So much for the Huns “great 
victory with a numerically-inferior force.” 


NFISCATION DOESN'T PAY. 

Russia's soviet government continues 
to afford an example to other countries of 
the folly of a national policy of confisca- 
tion For twelve months that government 
hag expropriated practically the whole of 
the liquid capital of Russia. Its tax cdllec- 
tors went forth collecting what they could 
get wherever they could get it. The total 
collections were more than during any oth- 
er year in the history of the country, but 
although they reached incregible heights. 
governmental costs climbed still higher and 
misery outran them both. 

Dispatches from Stockholm dis¢lose that 
the soviet tregstury is empty and that the 
Hed Guard ts unable to collect enotgh to 
keep the government running. The na- 
tional printing presses have collapsed under 
the strain of supplying the government with 
paper currency, and the notes themselves 
are considered dear at the rate of a penny a 
pound. According to the Stockholm dis- 
patches, “the soviet government hopes to 
raise a big loan in América, and is pre- 
pared to offer in exchange important mia- 
ing and railroad concessions.” | 

Vain ope! American financiers are not 
to be tempted by such bait. Those conces- 
sions would last about as long ee the soviet 
government, and no company would care 
to underwrite that concern for a period of 
twelve months at any price. Mexico has 
apolied the concessions game. Many Amer- 
ican investors are heavy losers because they 
trusted to the good faith of Mexican gov- 
ernments. They found that what one 
government grants the next revokes and 
that governmental security in a country 
addicted to revolutions is equivalent to no 
security at all 

It is well to observe that the soviete have 
been reduced to such dire straits in ruuning 
their proletariat republic that they are seek- 
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ing to buy the gold of other countries at 
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any price. The capital, which their agents 
were able to confiscate, was consumed by 
the politicians almost overnight, and the 
wealth that escaped from the country is 
not to be wooed back by promises. Nation- 
alization of industries in Russia led to con- 
fecation of the industries and to closing 
their doors because the government could 
not get aught with which to pay the work- 
men. This experience in radicalism is one 
which all self-governing peoples will do well 
to reflect upon.

The Voicing of Some Long-Fels 
Wants «

My Dear Governor: 
The capacity of the State of Call- 


fornia for creating commissions is 


unlimited, yet there are a lot of cry- 
ing needs for commissions that re- 
main unsatisfied. What are the 
thoughtful members of the Assem- 
bly purpesing to do about it? Now 
that they are forming Jeagues of va- 
rious kinds we are organizing «a 
League to Enlarge Commissions. It 
is a Commission for Commissioning 
Commissions, as it were, and if you 
see group of eager men wearing 
“C.C.C.” buttons you will know what 
it means. They will be members of 
our league pressing their crusade. 
The State of Arkansas has a Cud- 
dling Moth Commission in a forma- 
tive stage. What do we propose to 
do about f Are we gding to per- 
mit a dinky little commonwealth 
like Arkansas to beat us to it? Are 
we going to suffer our moths to go 
uncuddled? Are we to depend upon 
the efforts of individual cuddiers to 
care for the moths that are lured 


by the lights of Broadway? And 
yet they cail this a progressive ad- 
ministration! 

We are given (o understand that a 
Bee Commission is in the framing 
and that aleo we are to have « 
Squirrel Commission. It is well. 
The squirrels of the State have cer- 
tainly reached that poiat in num- 
bers and importance wherein they 
are entitied to a commissioner. The 
problem of supplying them with nuts 
is becoming a serious one and 
commission seems vital to the fw 
tere of the squirrel. - 

Some time ago | had the honor of 
suggesting the appointment of -a 
Gopher Commission, but thus far 
nothing bas materialized. At this 
time we hed the interest and at- 
tention of the largest galaxy of go- 
phers ever known in any specific 
section of the State—or at least we 
thought so. Now many of them 
have perished and the herd is sadly 
dissipated. Why? Simply because 
they did not have the attention of 
a skilled and kindly gopher commis- 
sioner at $5000 per annum. 

Every able-bodied Progressive vot- 
er in the State should be a commis- 
sioner of some kind. Of course 
Most of them are now, but there are 
still a few outside the breastworks 
and some of them have to work for a 
living. 

For one thing there should be a 
Bathing Suit Commission.
